Six ships mothballed 

Navy’s coastal patrol fleet halved due to budget, staffing concerns 


‘An embarrassment’

The navy is docking half of 
its Kingston-class patrol 
vessels and reducing the 
capabilities of the other 
six ships because of a 
budget shortfall and a 
lack of sailors. 

Three Kingston-class 
ships based in Halifax will 
be put in long-term stor¬ 
age, but there’s no word 
yet on which ones. Anoth¬ 
er three will be moth¬ 
balled in Esquimalt, B.C. 
Several of the navy’s work¬ 
horses, the Halifax-class 
frigates, will be scaled 
back according to a letter 
written by Vice-Admiral 
Dean McFadden and 
leaked to Canwest News 
Service. 

A navy spokesperson did 
not respond to requests

Frigates HMCS St. John’s 
and HMCS Montreal, both 
based in Halifax, will be 
limited on their domestic 
and continental missions. 

Combat systems on HM¬ 
CS Toronto and the de¬ 
stroyer HMCS Athabaskan 
will be “minimally sup¬ 
ported” for sensors and 
communications only. Two 
frigates based in Esquimalt 
will also be scaled back. 


"They're not only going to 
affect the economy of our city 
as well as Esquimalt, but our 
security as well. 

“We'U have limited capabil¬ 
ity to participate in national 
and international opera¬ 
tions." 


Halving the Kingston 
fleet is making a poor situ¬ 
ation even worse, accord¬ 
ing to a Halifax military 
analyst. 

“I think the navy was 
having problems anyway 
in finding crews to staff 
the Kingston-class coastal 
patrol vessels, which were 
hideous choices anyway,” 
said Dan Middlemiss, a 
Dalhousie University polit¬ 
ical science professor. 

“Any fishing vessel 


could outrun them, but at 
least they could provide 
some surveillance and 
they were good for train¬ 
ing.” 

He is one of many who 
believe the Afghanistan 
mission is draining funds 
from other resources. And 
after the Afghanistan mis¬ 
sion winds down next 
year, Middlemiss expects 
the army will be “sitting 
down” for a while and let¬ 
ting the navy fill in. 

“Even for the high-end 
missions, they won’t be as 
capable so it’s a gamble.” 

Reducing the capability 
of six of the 12 Halifax- 
class frigates, considered 
the primary weapon sys¬ 
tems in the navy, will 
make it even more diffi¬ 
cult. The frigates are also 
scheduled for refits, which 
will take them out of ac¬ 
tion for months at a time. 


Cruise ship 
crewman gets 
4 months for 
child porn 

sentenced A cruise ship 
crewman has been 
sentenced in Halifax to 
four months in jail after 
pleading guilty to crimes 
including possession of 
child pornography. 

The Canada Border Serv¬ 
ices Agency says Jay Ar 
Ramos Trilles, 24, also ad¬ 
mitted in Halifax 
provincial court Thursday 
to smuggling prohibited 
goods. 

The agency, describing 
the man only as a non-resi¬ 
dent, says he will be sent 
out of Canada after 
completing his sentence. 

Officers arrested Trilles 
Tuesday after finding 
images on a laptop 
computer depicting child 
pom. 

The agency says he will 
also be added to the 
National Sex Offender Reg¬ 
istry in Canada and 
ordered to provide a DNA 
sample. 

The Halifax Regional Po¬ 
lice and RCMP were also in¬ 
volved in the investigation. 

“I commend the 
outstanding work of the 
CBSA officers whose efforts 
led to this conviction,” Vic 
Toews, Canada’s minister 
of Public Safety, said in a 
release about the incident 
issued Thursday afternoon. 
“Our government is com¬ 
mitted to getting this 
repulsive material off our 
streets and preventing the 
exploitation of children in 
Canada and around the 
world.” 

An attempt to contact a 
media spokeswoman with 
the CBSA for more details 
about the incident was un¬ 
successful.

No drilling on Georges Bank: Dexter 

Province to extend moratorium on area from 2012 to 2015

Oil and gas drilling is 
banned on Georges Bank 
for another three years, 
but the debate is far from 
over. 

Premier Darrell Dexter 
announced Thursday his 
government is extending 
the moratorium in the wa¬ 
ters south of Nova Scotia 
from 2012 to 2015. 

The decision takes place 
against the backdrop of a 
catastrophic oil spill in the 
Gulf of Mexico, with both 
fishermen and opposition 
parties urging the govern¬ 
ment to block develop¬ 
ment of the wildlife-rich 
area. 

But the extension is 
much shorter than last 
time, when the govern¬ 
ment in 1999 decided to 
extend the ban until 2012. 
Dexter said that’s because 
they’re still waiting on 
more scientific informa¬ 


tion to come back. 

Two reports are under¬ 
way but Dexter said more 
study is needed before a fi¬ 
nal decision is made. 


“Some are completed, 
some are not. What I’m 
saying is what we have 
seen so far points out the 
need for additional scien¬ 


tific inquiry,” said Dexter. 

Another factor is that 
part of the area falls under 
American jurisdiction. The 
current American morato- 


1 rium runs until 2017. Dex- 
| ter said Nova Scotia won’t 
I necessarily pursue drilling 
~ if the Americans do. 

He also said Thursday’s 
decision was not due to the 
Gulf of Mexico BP spill. 

“The event there had lit¬ 
tle effect on this decision 
at all. It’s something that 
raised awareness but we 
were on a track to make 
this decision,” he said. 

Mark Butler of the Ecolo¬ 
gy Action Centre was hap¬ 
py to see the moratorium 
extended but said ideally it 
should be permanent. 

“At some point we have 
to get out of this, end the 
cycle of studies and public 
consultations every five 
years or every 10 years,” 
said Butler. 

“In the end yes, the sci¬ 
ence is important, yes, 
changes in the industry 
and the technology are im¬ 
portant, but the value of 
Georges Bank doesn’t 
change, both its ecosystem 
and to the fishery.”

Middle ground on heritage preservation 

Almost half of poll respondents feel balance between past, future development is right

It’s an old and contentious 
debate for HRM 
politicians, developers 
and civic-minded Haligo¬ 
nians. 

But despite strong opin¬ 
ions held on either side, 
nearly half of HRM resi¬ 
dents feel a proper balance 
has been struck between 
heritage preservation and 
development. 

Thirty per cent of re¬ 
spondents in the City- 
Think survey feel too 
much emphasis is placed 
on heritage preservation 
in HRM. Another 22 per 
cent feel too little atten¬ 
tion is being paid to pre¬ 
serving the centuries-old 
buildings in the city. 

But the poll, conducted 
by Bristol Omnifacts Re¬ 
search for Metro Halifax 
and the Greater Halifax 
Partnership, found 44 per 
cent feel the balance be¬ 
tween the two is about 
right. 

Craig Wight, senior vice- 
president of research at 
Bristol Omnifacts, said the 
relatively even split makes 
it difficult to make clear 
statements about the is¬ 
sue. But Wight said it also 
suggests a middle-of-the- 
road approach. 

“It argues for a middle 
ground ... and also sug¬ 
gests that whatever I de¬ 
cide to do as a council, I’m 
going to have a lot of op¬ 


position,” said Wight. 

“And I think we’ve prob¬ 
ably seen that over a num¬ 
ber of years, where devel¬ 
opment got a group out 
saying, ‘No, I don’t want 
this, we’ve got to protect 
heritage,’ and another 
group saying, ‘No, we’ve 
protected enough her¬ 


itage, we need to devel¬ 
op.’” 

The issue of heritage 
preservation has come to 
the fore in the debates 
over the proposed trade 
centre building in down¬ 
town Halifax. Proponents 
for the development say it 
will be a boon for the 


downtown core, stimulat¬ 
ing a rejuvenation of the 
area and adding increased 
tax revenues to city cof¬ 
fers. 

But a vocal group of de¬ 
tractors argue the com¬ 
plex will block the sight 
lines from Citadel Hill, 
taking away from the en¬ 


joyment of residents and 
tourists alike. 

Phil Pacey, Halifax repre¬ 
sentative for the Heritage 
Trust of Nova Scotia, said 
he thinks the numbers re¬ 
flect that council is doing 
a reasonably good job at 
balancing the interests of 
both sides.

that,” Wight said. “I would 
take that as, OK, here’s a 
starting point. 

“Yes, there seems to be 
interest, (but) how much 
attendance am I going to 
get, are they really willing 
to pay for it themselves — 
because it is kind of a no¬ 
money obligation type of 
question.” 

Morley said with the mu¬ 
nicipality facing a hefty 
deficit this year, it will take 
a big event — as well as fed¬ 


eral and provincial involve¬ 
ment — to make a stadium 
a reality. He pointed to the 
new arena in Clayton Park 
under construction for the 
2011 Canada Games as an 
example. 

“This isn’t a blank 
cheque to go out and bor¬ 
row and spend money all 
on our own,” said Morley. 
“What it is is (that) we’ve 
reached the stage where 
this is something we 
should consider as a com¬ 
munity.”

Stephen McNeil is anxious 
to get his judgment day 
over with. 

This Saturday the Liberal 
party will end many 
months of speculation 
when members vote on 
whether they support Mc¬ 
Neil as their leader at their 
annual general meeting. 

He wishes it hadn’t taken 
this long. 

“It should take place 
much quicker following a 
campaign. We’re now 12 
months almost into this 
government’s mandate and 
we still have this issue of 
the review that’s been 
hanging there,” he said on 
Thursday. 

In the future, McNeil 
would like to see the 
mandatory leadership re¬ 
views wrapped up within 
six months of an election. 

If support is under 50 per 
cent, a new leadership race 
is automatically triggered. 
But anything above that it’s 
up to McNeil to decide 
whether or not to stay on

Also, considering the par¬ 
ty’s history of kneecapping 
its leaders and the anony¬ 
mous smear campaign be¬ 
ing waged against McNeil

When McNeil hears this 
he chuckles.

politics It’s been a while, 
but past Liberal leadership 
reviews have not been easy 
on their subjects. 

In 1992 then Liberal 
leader Vince MacLean bare¬ 
ly scraped by with 51 per 
cent support. He tried to 
hang on but was booted 
out by caucus shortly after¬ 
wards. 

In 1995 the Liberal party 
was bitterly divided over a 
review of then-premier 
John Savage. Savage even¬ 
tually “won” the review 
over vocal opposition, but 
the numbers were never re¬ 
leased publicly. 

Fifteen years later, Liber¬ 
al party president Derek 
Wells said on Thursday he 
doesn’t know what 
Savage’s numbers were and 
he isn’t going to check. 

Even Savage’s son, Liber¬ 
al MP Mike Savage, said he 
wasn’t sure what the result 
was. “I think it was pretty 
close to 100 per cent,” Sav¬ 
age said Thursday before 
noting that yes, he was be¬ 
ing somewhat facetious.

A rogue army general

Pro¬ 
testers stopped police 
trucks and forced them to 
turn back; they hurled 
rocks at soldiers, who re¬ 
sponded by firing live am-

munition, said Associated 
Press cameraman Raul Gal- 
lego. Killed in the shooting 
was Chartchai Bualao, 25, 
who was hit in the eye, ac¬ 
cording to the govern¬ 
ment’s medical emergency 
centre. Soldiers resumed fir¬ 
ing after an ambulance took 
his body away. At least sev¬ 
en other people were in¬ 
jured. 

Khattiya was shot in the 
head while talking to a New 
York Times journalist near 
the Silom subway station on 
the edge of the occupation 
zone. The station entrance 


is surrounded by tall office 
buildings, leading to suspi¬ 
cions a sniper fired the shot. 

Times reporter Thomas 
Fuller, answering questions 
on the newspaper’s website, 
said he was about a half- 
hour into the interview 
when he asked the general, 
“Do you think the military 
is going to launch a crack¬ 
down, and do you think 
they’ll be able to penetrate 
the barricades here?” 

“And there was a bang as 
he was answering it, and I 
think his last words that I 
heard were, ‘The military 
cannot get in here.’ And 
then immediately (he) just 
fell,” Fuller said. 

Moments later, others 
dragged Khattiya by the 
legs, his head sliding on the 
ground and leaving a trail 
of blood.

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Grits can’t get out of their own way 



C an anyone ex¬ 
plain why Nova 
Scotia Liberals — 
this province’s 
natural governing 
party for much of the last 
centuiy — seem so hell¬ 
bent on shooting them¬ 
selves, their leaders and 
their chances of forming 
the next government flush 


in the face? 

Consider the last time 
there was a majority Liber¬ 
al government in Nova Sco¬ 
tia. In 1993, John Savage 
swept a tired Tory govern¬ 
ment from office, winning 
40 of the legislature’s 52 
seats. 

By 1997, however, Savage 
had been ignominiously 
forced from office, not by 
voters but by unhappy 
members of his own party. 

Why? Because Savage 
had actually begun to do 
what he had promised to 
do — clean up the 
province’s corrupt patron¬ 
age system — and eliminat¬ 
ed some entitlements fel¬ 


low Liberals felt entitled to. 

Under Savage’s succes¬ 
sor, bland, visionless, veter¬ 
an federal MP Russell 
MacLellan, the Liberals 
squandered their advan¬ 
tages, stumbling and bum¬ 
bling their way to opposi¬ 
tion. 

In 2000, MacLellan quit. 
It took party members two 
years to find a replacement 
but when they chose one, it 
seemed they had gotten it 
right. 

Danny Graham was 
bright, articulate and artic¬ 
ulated a progressive liberal 
vision. But when Graham’s 
wife became terminally ill 
less than two years later, 


Graham had to step down 
to take care of his young 
family. 

And the Liberals stepped 
right back in it, choosing 
the ineffably incompetent 
Francis MacKenzie, whose 
freefall 2006 election cam¬ 
paign reduced the party to 
nine seats in the legisla¬ 
ture, his own not among 
them. 

So MacKenzie quit. If 
you’re counting, that’s four 
leaders, not to mention 
two interim leaders, in a 
little more than a decade, 
resulting in the election of 
31 fewer MLAs. 

The prize that current 
leader Stephen McNeil in¬ 


herited with his second-bal¬ 
lot victory over fellow MLA 
Diana Whalen in April 
2007 was hardly glorious. 

How has he done? 

His record is mixed. He 
ran a strong 2009 election 
campaign, but his efforts 
went largely unrewarded, 
the voters having already 
decided to try someone 
else. The Liberals gained 
just two seats, enough to 
make them the official op¬ 
position. As opposition 
leader, McNeil is still find¬ 
ing his feet. 

But he has time. If he’s 
allowed that luxury to de¬ 
velop and mature — like 
Darrell Dexter and John 


Hamm before him — Mc¬ 
Neil could very well lead 
his party to power some¬ 
day. 

This weekend in Antigo- 
nish, Liberal party mem¬ 
bers will vote on McNeil’s 
continued leadership. He 
will probably survive the 
review, but — thanks to 
too many malcontent party 
mischief makers — emerge 
the worse for the fight. 

Which means the Liberal 
party will continue to do 
what it seems to do so well. 

Do itself in.

U.S. backs Obama's spill response: Poll 


The Gulf of Mexico oil spill 
hasn’t stained U.S. Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama nor 
dimmed the public’s desire 
for offshore energy drilling, 
according to a new Associ¬ 
ated Press-GfK Poll. 

While some conservative 
pundits have called this 
“Obama’s Katrina,” that’s 
not how the public feels, 
the poll found. 

BP PLC, which owned the 
well that has gushed more 
than 15 million litres and 
counting after an April 20 
oil rig explosion, is getting 
more of the public’s ire. 

More people surveyed 
said they approved of Oba¬ 


ma’s handling of the ongo¬ 
ing oil spill than disap¬ 
proved, but not by large 
margins or with unusually 
strong feelings. It contrasts 
with the public’s reaction 
to former president George 
W. Bush’s response to an¬ 
other Gulf disaster, 2005’s 
hurricane Katrina. 

The poll found 42 per 
cent approve of Obama’s 
actions, 33 per cent disap¬ 
prove and 21 per cent say 
they have neutral feelings 
about his response. 

The reaction is strongly 
along partisan lines. De¬ 
mocrats lean toward 
favouring Obama’s actions, 


58 per cent to 19 per cent, 
with 17 per cent expressing 
neither approval nor disap¬ 
proval. By 47 per cent to 27 
per cent, Republicans dis¬ 
approve of Obama’s reac¬ 
tion, with 23 per cent say¬ 
ing neither. 

Independents are about 
evenly split between ap¬ 
proval and disapproval. 

For Bush after Katrina, 
the public was harsher in 
its assessment. An AP-Ipsos 
poll in mid-September 2005 
showed Bush’s approval 
rating was somewhat lower 
in the weeks following the 
Katrina disaster than Oba¬ 
ma’s rating for handling 


the current crisis. Back 
then, 35 per cent approved 
of Bush’s handling of the 
disaster and 42 per cent dis¬ 
approved, with 25 per cent 
not expressing either ap¬ 
proval nor disapproval. 

The poll also found the 
public still supports the 
idea of drilling offshore for 
oil and gas. By 50 per cent 
to 38 per cent, more people 
favour increased coastal 
drilling for oil and gas than 
oppose it. While Republi¬ 
cans favour it by a three-to- 
one margin, Democrats 
lean toward opposing it, 52 
per cent to 36 per cent.

Nova Scotia’s elite 
paddlers will face a stiff 
challenge to get back to 
the world sprint canoe- 
kayak championships 
this August. 

After a record 11 
Bluenosers were among 40 
Canadians to hit the water 
on Lake Banoolc in Dart¬ 
mouth for last year’s 
worlds, the national team 
will be reduced by as many 
as 10 for this year’s event 
in Poznan, Poland, from 
Aug. 19 to 22. 

It’s more expensive to 
send athletes overseas, so 
the high-performance staff 
— which begins its selec¬ 
tion process on Saturday 
with the first set of trials 
in Montreal — focuses on 
athletes who excel in 
Olympic disciplines. 

“Because (worlds) was in 
Canada (last year), we de¬ 
cided to enter every single 


event,” said high-perfor¬ 
mance director Graham 
Barton. “When it’s Europe, 
we focus on the process 
based on performance. 
We’re looking at athletes 
who are performing well 
in Olympic events.” 

This weekend’s trials 
will play a big part in de¬ 
termining who competes 
at two World Cup events 
in Europe over the next 
month. 

Those, in turn, play a 
role in determining who 
goes to worlds. 

Andrew Russell of Dart¬ 
mouth is one of Nova Sco¬ 
tia’s best bets for success 
along with his C-2 partner 
Gabriel Beauchesne-Sevi¬ 
gny of Trois-Rivieres, Que. 
They’ll look to fend off an¬ 
other C-2 boat featuring 
Andrew’s younger brother, 
Ben, and Halifax’s Richard 
Dalton. 

“Training in Florida (in 
the pre-season) indicated 
that Ben and Richard have 
shown potential to chal¬ 


lenge them,” Barton said. 
“I guess we’ll find out this 
weekend.” 

Lake Echo native 
Genevieve Orton, who 
won bronze in the K-l 
4x200 relay at last year’s 
worlds, will look to build 
on that success this year. 
Middle Sackville’s Jillian 
D’Alessio is also in the mix 
in women’s kayak.

There’s a fundamental 
flaw in trying to fabricate 
the origin of a folk hero 
whose legend has been re¬ 
peated in various forms 
since medieval times — 
it’s simply unnecessary.

is remarkably redundant. 

Filmmaker Ridley Scott 
teams up with Russell 
Crowe for the fifth time to 
reawaken this character but 
beyond a few flashy action 
sequences which (in the 
wake of every medieval fan¬ 
tasy produced since Lord of 
the Rings) may be impres¬ 
sive but are far from mind- 
blowing. 

Still, this convoluted 
adaptation shows how a 
skilled archer in Richard 
the Lionheart’s 12th centu¬ 
ry crusades ended up bear¬ 
ing news of the King’s 
death to the Royal Court 


and assumed the identity of 
a Nottingham soldier. As 
such, Robin rallies his fel¬ 
low countrymen to con¬ 
front French armies that 
plan to invade England at 
the influence of a royal 
turncoat. 


Got that? If not, don’t 
worry; this movie eagerly 
meshes too many storylines 
to form the beginnings of 
the Robin Hood audiences 
know and love and will, 
presumably, fill theatres to 
see anyhow. As such, the 


film’s tactical approach 
struggles to develop a beat¬ 
ing heart. 

At least Crowe and Cate 
Blanchett (as a damsel nev¬ 
er quite in distress) have the 
Oscar-winning acting chops 
to breathe life into this 


blockbuster blueprint. In 
the end however, this Robin 
Hood may not “rob from 
the rich and give to the 
poor,” but after emptying 
your wallet at the box of¬ 
fice, you may just wish it 
did.

Amanda Seyfried’s every¬ 
where these days. From 
Big Love to a slew of 
recent films, the doe-eyed 
blond, who is as 
ubiquitous as she is 
unconventionally beauti¬ 
ful, has tackled a range of 
roles. 

Letters to Juliet’s Sophie 
is worlds away from the tit¬ 
ular character in Chloe or 
as Needy in Jennifer’s Body. 
Even if her choices seem 
odd, there’s no denying the 
girl is skilled. 

And talk about being in 
the moment. Seyfried 
starred as Liam Neeson’s 
prostitute/lover in Chloe 
and in Letter to Juliet she 
plays muse to Neeson’s 
mother-in-law Vanessa Red¬ 


grave, the mother of his 
late wife, Natasha. 

As for Redgrave, her pres¬ 
ence elevates any film. She 
is the heart and soul of Let¬ 
ters, able to convey mean¬ 
ing with the slightest ges¬ 
ture. 

Redgrave has nobility and 
strength of character,, and 
gives this sweet confection 
refinement and a degree of 
believability it needs. 

Seyfried’s aspiring 

writer/fact checker Sophie 
is taking a pre-honeymoon 
trip to Verona in Italy with 
her irritating chef fiance 
Victor (Gael Garcia Bernal), 
who will be too busy to pay 
attention to her after the 
wedding. 

Sophie finds Giulieta’s 
“balcony” in Verona that 
advertises itself as Romeo 
and Juliet’s courtyard. 
Weeping girls from all over 
the world post their roman¬ 
tic sob stories on the walls, 
hoping Giulieta will reply 
with cheering advice. In 
fact, Giulieta 4 s “secretaries” 
reply in her voice. 

Sophie infiltrates the sec¬ 
retarial pool and answers a 


letter left by lovelorn 
Claire, an English teenager, 
in 1957. Claire (Redgrave) 
arrives in Verona in hopes 
of being somehow mystical¬ 
ly reunited with her local 
lost lover through Sophie. 
Her handsome but snooty 
grandson Charlie (Chris 
Egan) is there to hand out 
reality checks. 

Against all common 
sense, the trio embark on a 
a cross-country search for a 
lost lover. 

The film is straight-up 
eye candy, shot in Tuscany 
with its gorgeous tapestry 
of sensuality, and golden 
light, food, and wine. 

But the premise is be¬ 
yond belief. A few clunky 
lines that don’t belong 
break the intended spell 
with a thud. 

There are resonant mo¬ 
ments of emotional awak¬ 
ening and tributes to lost 
loves that bring a tear to 
the eye, but predictability 
kills the dramatic tension.

No agendas, plan 
in Babies documetary

feature Documentary 
films have enjoyed un¬ 
precedented success with 
audiences over the last five 
years, but according to 
Thomas Balmes, director 
of the new film Babies, all 
those movies — be it A1 
Gore’s An Inconvenient 
Truth or Michael Moore’s 
Fahrenheit 9/11 — offer a 
skewed version of reality. 

“The specificity of 
documentary is real¬ 
ity,” insists the di¬ 
rector. “Things 
with narration, 


interviews, 
archives, accord- ^ 
ing to me, are not 
documentary.” 

His film, Babies, exam¬ 
ines the lives of four babies 
in four different countries 
— U.SA., Japan, Namibia 
and Mongolia from birth to 
their first steps. 

“Here you don’t have one 
thing that has been set up. 
This is the most rough ma¬ 
terial in the world; long 
shots with very little edit¬ 
ing, very little music and 
absolutely no verbal com¬ 
munication,” he says. “Nev¬ 
ertheless you have comedy, 
you have drama you have 
tensions, the usual things 
you can expect from a 
film.” 

Alain Chabat, most fa-

mous in North America for 
directing Asterix and 
Obelix, first approached 
Balmes about film a nature 
documentary about babies. 

“I adopted the original 
idea to something that I felt 
comfortable with.” 

Having with Chabet on 
board as a producer gave 
him the trust of their finan¬ 
cial backers to create such a 
simple but ambitious film. 

“It’s very unusual to have 
such confidence,” says 
Balmes. Normally, “you 
can’t say to a guy at a 
studio, ‘Well I don’t 
know what’s going 
to happen, but be- 
| lieve me it’s going 
' to be good.’” 
f Balmes doesn’t 
favour one form of 
child rearing over an¬ 
other. Instead, he wants 
people to compare the way 
children are raised in differ¬ 
ent cultures. “I’m fascinat¬ 
ed in the variety of cul¬ 
tures.” 

The director, born in 
1960s France, says his par¬ 
ents went out of their way 
to not impose a specific 
lifestyle on him a as a child. 
He started making films 
when he was 20, with an 
aim to “shift perspective 
not by documenting other 
cultures, but by comparing 
them.” 

“There is not an agenda 
behind me, I’m not Michael 
Moore.” he says.

Most 17- year-olds are 
concerned with school, 
sports and finding a date 
for the prom. 

Not Leon Bronstein (Jay 
Baruchel). In The Trotsky, a 
new comedy starring How 
to Train Your Dragon’s lead 
voice, he is convinced he’s 
the reincarnation of revolu¬ 
tionary Leon Trotsky and 
tries to unionize the stu¬ 
dents of Montreal West 
High School. “The teachers 
have a union,” he says. “I 
think we deserve the 
same.” 

Leon Bronstein’s (which 
was Trotsky’s given name) 
journey from privileged 
rich kid to budding Bolshe¬ 
vik begins when he organ¬ 
izes a hunger strike at his 


father’s (Saul Rubinek) 
clothing factory. In retalia¬ 
tion Dad pulls Leon out of 
boarding school, slashes his 
allowance and exiles him to 
a public school. There he 
finds his calling (and falls 
for an older woman played 
by Emily Hampshire). 

Talcing the term “student 
union” a bit too seriously, 
Leon rails against his new 
school’s tyrannical hierar¬ 
chy — notably Principal 
Berlchoff (an ominous Colm 
Feore) — and goes to ab¬ 


surd lengths to fulfill his 
pre-ordained destiny by 
changing the world — or at 
least his small comer of it. 

This Canadian commie 
comedy is chock full of fun¬ 
ny lines, nice performances 
and echoes of Ferris 
Bueller’s Day Off. 

Actor turned director- 
and-writer Jacob Tierney 
shows a firm hand behind 
the camera and has crafted 
a movie that is a cut above 
the standard teen caper. It’s 
more inventive, funnier, 


grittier than most teen fare, 
and while Tierney can take 
credit for much of the 
film’s success, it is 
Bamchel who really im¬ 
presses. 

In what looks to be 
Bamchel’s breakout year — 
he has four films on the 
slate for 2010 including The 
Sorcerer’s Apprentice oppo¬ 
site Nic Cage — The Trotsky 
is a delightfully idiosyncrat¬ 
ic performance. 

Leon may be a little left of 
centre, both personally and 
politically, but Bamchel hu¬ 
manizes him. It’s a riff on 
the gawky geek role he 
patented in Tropic Thunder 
and Knocked Up, but this 
time he adds so much 
charm (and a good dollop of 
slapstick) to the perform¬ 
ance it’s hard not to root for 
his and Leon’s mad mis¬ 
sion. 

The Trotsky works be¬ 
cause of its clever script and 
optimistic outlook, but it 
sparkles because of 
Bamchel’s performance.

Studios milk outlaw tale 



obin Hood comes 
in all shapes and 
sizes. According to 
the International 
. Association for 
Robin Hood Studies (yes, 
there is such a thing), the 
700-year-old hero of Sher¬ 
wood Forest has been the 
subject of one of the earli¬ 
est Legoland building sys¬ 
tems, the inspiration for 
the DC Comics superhero 
Green Arrow and a flour 
company spokesman. 

On film the notorious 
archer and outlaw’s depic¬ 
tions are just as diverse. The 
first American Robin Hood 
film was a surreal 1912 
silent featuring the Pal¬ 


isades of New Jersey stand¬ 
ing in for Sherwood Forest 
and Hood’s inner personali¬ 
ty portrayed by animal im¬ 
agery superimposed over 
his face. 

Less strange, but still 
rather odd, was the Canadi¬ 
an cartoon television series 
Rocket Robin Hood. It’s 
most notable for its crazy 
theme song — “For now,” 
they sing, “with our Robin, 
we live on a star”—and cut- 
rate herky-jerky animation. 

In live action he’s been 
played by everyone from 
John Cleese in the time¬ 
travelling comedy Time 
Bandits to Frank Sinatra as 
Robbo in Robin and the 7 
Hoods, a musical that trans¬ 
planted the Robin Hood fa¬ 
ble to 1930s gangland 
Chicago. 

This weekend Russell 
Crowe takes on the role in a 
more traditional telling of 
the story from director Rid¬ 
ley Scott. 

The most famous version 
of the “rob from the rich

and give to the poor” leg¬ 
end is 1938’s The Adven¬ 
tures of Robin Hood with 
Errol Flynn. Although it’s 
his best known role Flynn 
has said he found playing 
the outlaw boring, but audi¬ 
ences loved him and the 
movie’s sense of spectacle. 

At the time of its release 
it was Wamer‘s most ex¬ 
pensive and action packed 
film, costing more than $2 
million and holding the 


record for the largest num¬ 
ber of stuntmen ever used 
on any one movie. These 
days the movie may have 
faded from the collective’s 
memory, but know it or 
not, you are probably famil¬ 
iar with the sound of 
Robin's arrow as it flies 
through the air. That sound 
effect is a favorite Ben Burtt 
who has recycled it in al¬ 
most all of the Star Wars 
films. 

Also well known, but not 
as well regarded is Robin 
Hood: Prince of Thieves, 
featuring Kevin Costner in 
the lead role. 

Not only did it feature 
Costner’s atrocious English 
accent but it pushed anoth¬ 
er, far superior, telling of 
the tale — 1991’s Robin 
Hood with Patrick Bergin 
and Uma Thurman — off 
the big screen to a direct-to- 
video release.

Brian Borcherdt is 
relieved. His band’s new 
album is finally on the 
streets. "It's like an annoy¬ 
ing little brat of a child 
leaving for college/’ he 
says, joking about Latin, 
Holy F—k’s latest effort. 

The last time the Toronto- 
based electonica band re¬ 
leased any new music was 
2007. Since then, the group 
has gone from relatively ob¬ 
scurity to globe-trotting 
touring act. 

“The last disc was a slow 
burning record,” says 
Borcherdt. “We toured it 
for the last four years.” 

But, being in a band like 
Holy F—k, which started as 
an improvisational live act, 
doesn’t mean they have to 
stick to a formula every 
night. With their various 
keyboards, pedals and noise 
machines, they can crank 
out any sounds they want. 

“We don’t feel like we 


have to play a certain 
record,” he says. “We’re al¬ 
ways playing new material 
and mixing it with old ma¬ 
terial. Even those songs 
have changed so much 
that we forget they’re old.” 


While the band still im¬ 
provises on stage, their al¬ 
bums, which were previ¬ 
ously written on the fly, are 
now fully formed tunes. 

“This record has more 
thought out ideas than 


anything in the past,” says 
Borcherdt. “We write 
things, craft them on stage 
and then bring them into 
the studio.” 

While the new disc still 
has plenty of frenetic 


noise, clubby beats and dis¬ 
cordant, drone-y electroni- 
ca, it’s also softer and more 
atmospheric than previous 
discs. Some may miss the 
wild pace of their old 
songs, but this is clearly an 
album by a band. The 
songs are focused and clear 
— you can actually hear 
Latin America’s groovy 
rhythm track and spacey 
keyboard sounds, while the 
catchy SHT MTN sounds 
like a more traditional elec¬ 
tro-pop rocker. 

That tighter sound is a 
product of a once loose 
lineup of players becoming 
an actual touring, money¬ 
making act. At one point 
they just played with who¬ 
ever was around, but as 
more cities came calling, 
the group was forced to so¬ 
lidify their players and be¬ 
come an actual band. 

“When we started we 
wanted to share this band 
with anyone who was will¬ 
ing to play,” he says. “Any 
of our friends could join us. 
But then we became more

about making records and 
touring and you can imag¬ 
ine that it’s easier to do 
with an actual band than 
an imaginary one.” 

But being a band isn’t 
enough. It helps to know 
what you’re doing. “We’ve 
gotten better at this,” says 
Borcherdt, who, like the 
rest of the group, got his 
start playing in rock bands. 
“When we started we didn’t 
know anything. It was more 
about plugging this thing 
and seeing how it feeds 
back. Now I know what’s 
going to happen when we 
do something to a mixer.”

A fter 100 Metro 
columns, perhaps 
it’s time to answer 
some reader email: 

Why is new music al¬ 
ways released on 
Tuesday? 

— Ian, Vancouver. 

Before the 1980s, a 
new album could 
end up in the stores 
on any day of the official 
week of release. Exactly 
what day it appeared on 
the shelves depended on 
when a particular store go 
its shipment from the 
record label. This, howev¬ 
er, made keeping track of 
sales very difficult and in¬ 
efficient. It was also unfair 
to stores and fans outside 
of large urban centres — 
those places far away from 
the warehouses, where 
you might wait a week or 
more for the shipment of 
that album to arrive. 

Eventually, the labels got 
together and agreed that 
the supply chain would be 


coordinated so that all new 
releases appeared in stores 
simultaneously on the 
same day of the week. Tues¬ 
days are now known as the 
“street date.” 

Things are slightly differ¬ 
ent in the U.K. where the 
street date is Monday. Be¬ 
fore the Internet, this was¬ 
n’t an issue. Now, however, 
it’s common for a North 
American artist to see their 
record on sale in the U.K. a 
full 24 hours before it ap¬ 
pears in stores at home.

A good question for 
people who have re¬ 
discovered vinyl. 
Normal records are pressed 
from polyvinyl chloride. 
When spread out to album 
thickness, they can weigh 
anywhere from 100 to 120 
grams. Audiophile-grade 
180 gram vinyl weighs 180 
grams per square yard. This 
makes the record thicker, 
heavier and less prone to 
warping so that the tone 
arm tracking is more true, 
resulting in (theoretically) 
better sound.

The facts of Li(f)e 

Hip-hop artist Sage Francis draws inspiration from his fans

“Life is just lie with an f in 
it and death is definite.” 

It’s surprising how one 
off-the-cuff lyric can be¬ 
come the mantra for thou¬ 
sands. 

Such is the case with 
Paul “Sage” Francis and 
this simple observation 
from the 2002 song The 
Cure. Over the past eight 
years, the Providence, R.I., 
hip-hop artist’s words have 
proven so meaningful to 
fans that they have taken 
on a life (pun intended) of 
their own. 

“The concept is some¬ 
thing I followed from my 
fan base,” Francis admits. 
“That particular lyric res¬ 
onated very strongly with 
a portion of (them). They 
started encapsulating that 
by spelling it (with) the f in 
parenthesis. It became the 
symbol of that lyric; that 
concept.” 

Thanks to the devout en¬ 
thusiasm of his followers, 
Francis felt compelled to 
utilize the line as the title 
of his latest full-length al¬ 
bum Li(f)e. Delving deeper 
into exactly what that 
statement could mean re¬ 
sulted in 12 diverse tracks 
featuring everything from 
straightforward hip hop to 
borderline indie rock, an 
approach Francis feels is as 
unusual and surprising as 
that which it endeavours 
to understand. 

“Life isn’t a straight line 
and neither is this record,” 


he asserts. “It varies de¬ 
pending on the mood of 
what I’m saying. For the 
most part though, it’s 
(about) how we live life ac¬ 
cepting certain lies for our 
own sanity. Some are good 
and some are bad, but it’s 
important that we stay 
aware of the myths, lies 
and falsehoods, weighing 
them against how they af¬ 
fect us as people. The driv¬ 
ing force of a lot of this al¬ 
bum’s content is dis¬ 
cussing those things and 
how they apply to my life.” 


Initially apprehensive 
about tying himself even 
closer to the ideology, 
Francis admits that as 
Li(f)e began to unfold, he 
realized that the album 
was more about appreciat¬ 
ing his own vision than 
worrying about that of oth¬ 
ers. 

“Everything came to¬ 
gether and worked on 
multiple levels,” he sighs 
with relief. “I felt it was 
time for me to use that 
symbol of that life spelling 
and bring it full-circle.

Kaskade is known for 
West Coast House, but 
he’s just as interested in 
pop vocals. 

On Dynasty, the DJ/pro- 
ducer recruits several singers 

— an approach he’s taken 
since leaving Chicago to join 
the San Francisco Bay Area’s 
neo-soul deep house scene. 

“I’ve never done the whole 
‘put your hands in the air for 
a moment’ thing. I want to 
be more subtle,” he said. 
“(Martina Sorbara) was the 
only (vocal track) not done in 
real time. I coach the vocal¬ 
ists, especially for the lyrics 
that I’ve written. I’ll sit in the 
studio and give suggestions 

— I’m very specific.” 

When choosing a singer, 

Kaskade (real name Ryan 
Raddon) has one simple 
rule — he has to immedi¬ 
ately love her voice. After 
that he draws on sub-gen¬ 
res from electro to progres¬ 
sive to build productions 
that highlight each singer’s 
unique sound. Mindy Gled- 
hill, whom he’s worked 
with for years, offers a 


smoky, soulful delivery, 
while first-time collabora¬ 
tor Sorbara (of Toronto elec¬ 
tro-pop band Dragonette) 
sizzles with punk attitude. 

“Becky (Jean Williams’ 
voice) almost has an indie 
sound to it, and a little bit of 
a twang,” explained 
Kaskade. “The song I did 
with Tiesto — Only You — 
made sense for her. We set 
up the track so it has that 
muddy sound, and let her 
vocals sit on top.” 

Kaskade’s most proud of 
All That You Give — an 
interesting choice, since 
it’s the album’s least 
‘House-y’ track. While it 
started as a club tune, after 
hearing Gledhill’s bitter¬ 
sweet vocals, he stripped it 
down to just guitar, strings, 
and a few understated 
beats. 

“I think there’s a really 
cool tension in the song: 
there’s musical tension, and 
lyrically a lot of tension too. 
I had this idea to start with 
strings and build the tension 
around that,” he said. “I 
pulled it back, since it was 
so beautiful to hear Mindy 
singing ... The other stuff 
was kind of distracting.”

The man behind Sheldon 

Big Bang Theory star credits writing for character's success

Playing Sheldon Cooper is¬ 
n’t rocket science. Nor, for 
that matter, is it theoreti¬ 
cal physics, Sheldon’s cho¬ 
sen field as the science vir¬ 
tuoso of The Big Bang The¬ 
ory. 

So says Jim Parsons, who 
plays Sheldon on that hit 
CBS sitcom. 

“It’s all right there in the 
script,” Parsons insists. “I’m 
not trying to eschew credit 
or be falsely modest, but 
there’s a part of me that 
feels like I didn’t come up 
with anything. For me, for 
the most part, it’s very 
clear: It’s the words.” 

Fans of Big Bang might 
take issue with Parsons’ 
self-appraisal, particularly 
after spending a cordial, 
non-Sheldony interview 
session with him. Granted, 
most people don’t use the 
word “eschew” in everyday 
discourse, but for the most 
part, Parsons strikes a 
pleasingly impressive con¬ 
trast to his sitcom alter ego, 
who happens to be socially 
challenged, nerdy, high- 
strung, blunt-spoken and 
beyond the pale in his de¬ 
votion to science. 

Parsons, on the other 
hand, has tried and given 
up understanding physics, 
is cheery and unassuming, 
and has a twinkle in his eye 
as he talks about the show 
At 6-foot-2 and a young- 
looking 37, he shares Shel¬ 
don’s lankiness, but not the 
uptight manner or Shel¬ 
don’s goofy-sounding 
“gotcha!” substitute: 

“bazinga!” 

All in all, it’s an object les¬ 
son in his skill as an actor. 

Big Bang, concluding its 
third season this month, 
places Sheldon in a familiar 
sitcom premise: He shares 
an apartment with friend 
and fellow brainy CalTech 
scientist Leonard Hofs- 


tadter (played by Johnny 
Galecki, Roseanne). Geeky 
research chums Howard 
(Simon Heiberg) and Rajesh 
(Kunal Nayyar) drop by 
with comically timed fre¬ 
quency. 

And across the hall, by 
sitcom good fortune, re¬ 
sides Penny, a lovely blonde 
played by Kaley Cuoco (8 
Simple Rules) who aspires 
to be an actress but pays 
the rent by waiting tables at 
a Cheesecake Factory. She is 
notably not a genius. 

If this thumbnail descrip¬ 
tion sounds a bit by-the- 
book, Parsons wouldn’t dis¬ 
agree. 

“I said it from the begin¬ 
ning: From the description, 
some people are going to 
say, ‘I don’t care. I don’t 
want to watch two nerds 
and their pretty neigh¬ 
bour.’” 

Happily, The Big Bang 
Theory began life as much 
more. Then, under the tute¬ 
lage of sitcom maestro 
Chuck Lorre (Two and a 
Half Men) it continued to 
grow. 


The creative evolution of 
the show might be framed 
in the same terms with 
which Sheldon received 
Penny’s greeting, “How ya 
been?” 

“Well,” said Sheldon, lit¬ 
eral as ever, “my existence 
is a continuum, so I’ve 
been what I am at each 
point in the implied time 
period.” 

Turns out, there was a 
point in Parsons’ career 
continuum when even he 
wasn’t sure how he felt 
about the show. 

A Houston native who 
had a recurring role on 
Judging Amy and appeared 
in films including Garden 
State and School for 
Scoundrels, he arrived to 
audition for Sheldon hav¬ 
ing no clear reaction to the 
show overall. 

He only knew from the 
script that he wanted to 
play Sheldon. “I wanted 
the chance to talk this 
weird way that he talks, 
and this odd way he com¬ 
municates with people.” 

Bazinga! The role as this 


head-in-the-clouds science 
savant was his. 

“Leonard wants to reach 
out and be part of the nor¬ 
mal world. But Sheldon 
doesn’t see the point, and 
in fact thinks the farther 
you can stay away from it, 
the better your work’s go¬ 
ing to be,” Parsons sums 
up. 

Meanwhile, Penny is suf¬ 
ficiently astute to find 
things to like in both these 
guys, eccentricities and all. 
She has the insight to ap¬ 
preciate their mental ca¬ 
pacity, however far it 
might loom beyond her 
reach. 

So does Parsons, by the 
way. 

“They’re not just nerds, 
they’re not just geeks. They 
are geniuses! They’re beau¬ 
tiful minds,” he declares. 
“And I’ve come to find that, 
for me as an actor, playing 
Sheldon opens up any¬ 
thing. Things that he 
would think of, ways that 
he would act — anything’s 
possible for me. It’s very 
freeing.” the associated press

It’s 
changing the game.” 

The popularity of the 
new crop of 3-D films is 
due to the fact that they 
actually deliver the goods, 
unlike their cheesy coun¬ 
terparts of the 50s. 

“3-D was never done 
well until Avatar, he says. 
“And frankly, directors 
never saw the potential of 
3-D until that film.”

Movie audiences becoming pickier 


shortcomings With Avatar 
now out of most theatres, 
the industrywide 3-D jug¬ 
gernaut is itself entering 
another dimension. 

The immense box-of¬ 
fice success of James 
Cameron’s sci-fi epic 
proved the consider¬ 
able draw of 3-D, and 
subsequent 3-D re¬ 
leases benefited 
from the buzz. 

But the next 
wave of 3-D films 
— though still 
good bets for con¬ 
tinued fortune — 
may not have it so 
easy. 

Moviegoers, 
warming to techni¬ 
cal terms like “con¬ 
vergence” and “stere¬ 
ospace,” have become 
more cognizant of the 
difference between 
good and bad 3-D. Crit¬ 
ics have weighed in on 
its shortcomings. And 
the general aura of nov¬ 


elty was never going to last 
forever. 

“People are definitely 
starting to see the differ¬ 
ence,” said Jon Chu, direc¬ 
tor of Step Up 3-D. “All 
these people putting Holly¬ 
wood in check on why 
we’re doing 3-D, why we’re 
raising prices, I think it’s a 
good thing for the art be¬ 
cause it makes sure every¬ 
one is using 3-D for the 
right reasons.” 

Two of the top three 
post-Avatar 3-D releases — 
Alice in Wonderland and, 
especially, Clash of the Ti¬ 
tans — were disparaged 
for their poor 3D. Each 
was originally shot in 2-D 
and converted to 3-D in 
post-production. 

And the most influential 
film critic in the land, 
Roger Ebert, made his 
strongest denunciation yet 
of 3-D. In a recent 
Newsweek article, “Why I 
Hate 3-D (And You Should 
Too),” Ebert wrote: “Our

minds use the principle of 
perspective to provide the 
third dimension. Adding 
one artificially can make 
the illusion less convinc¬ 
ing.” 

Taken together, these 
events don’t constitute a 
backlash, only the hints of 
one. After all, Alice earned 
$879 million worldwide at 


the box office and Clash 
took in $427 million. 

Whether the next crop 
of 3-D movies — from 
Shrek to Tron Legacy — 
will continue to wow audi¬ 
ences will go a long way to 
determining if the new 3-D 
is here to stay, or yet an¬ 
other three-dimensional

The boy band effect

Justin Bieber and Zac Efron 
may owe more than they 
realize to the likes of the 
Backstreet Boys and 'N 
Sync for the mind- 
boggling popularity of 
their current song-and- 
dance routines. 

The boy bands that domi¬ 
nated the airwaves a decade 
ago have changed society's 
tune on what's considered 
masculine for today's pop 
phenoms and musical the¬ 
atre heartthrobs, says Craig 
Jennex, a gender studies and 
musicology student at Dal- 
housie University. 

And Jennex, 23, knows a 
lot about boy bands — not 
as a fan, but as a researcher. 
The soon to be Dalhousie 
University graduate’s under¬ 
graduate thesis was about 
understanding the social sig¬ 
nificance of these groups. 

“I think pop music is an 
integral part of how young 
people learn about gender 
and sexuality and race,” he 
said. “I wanted to look at 
that and better understand 
my generation because we 
were the ones who grew up 
with the boy bands and with 
the teen pop of the 1990s.” 


As quickly as they ap¬ 
peared and dominated the 
charts, the boy bands disap¬ 
peared. But Jennex argues 
their lasting legacy may not 
be record sales, but the in¬ 
fluence they had on relaxing 
what elements made up so¬ 
ciety’s definition of male 
masculinity. 

“They really made our 
concepts of adolescent mas¬ 
culinity a lot less rigid, 
which I think 

thing! I think “They really made 

there's a lot of OUT concepts Of 


sors such as the Four Tops 
and the Temptations. 

The only other genre that 
features a group of men 
singing and dancing with¬ 
out playing an instrument, 
he says, is barbershop, 
which is rooted in black cul¬ 
ture. 

“The boy bands came 
along, and danced just as 
much as they sang,” he says. 
“It's now an acceptable way

He points 
to Boyz II Men, whose soul¬ 
ful harmonies attracted le¬ 
gions of female fans in the

boy bands was their use of 
call and response vocals. 
These vocals conveyed ideas 
of fraternity and brother¬ 
hood, but also same sex at¬ 
traction, says Jennex. 

“When they do the call 
and response, they sing a lot 
about love and sex, a lot 
about intimacy,” he says. 
“But since it’s just male voic¬ 
es, it adds this homoerotic 
element to the music.”
